"Florida is lieia>; ruine l for bu k of cie 
operation ami a central head to the ipiaran- 
■-ine syHt<'in. ICvery county has a ipiuran 
:iiie cttinp, and i.s ipiarantiiied ujjainst every 
jther County. The absurdity of this pl.iu 
.8 plain wlien only three uoiuts in Florida — 
Jacksonville, McClenny ami Tampa — have, 
or have had, a sinjjle cai,e of fever. These 
three infected points should be surrounded 
with a cordon of Roldiers and the quarantine 
lifted from the other points. 

"The enormous exjKMise of keeping up 
quarantines is but small compared with the 
loss of trade and the damage done to the 
itate. Thou.sands of negroes are out of 
work. One of them starts on a train with- 
out a health certificate. He is at onoe put 
in tbe county quarantine camp and kept for 
Bfteen daya He is then sent away w ith a 
certificate. He rides to the next county, 
lestroys h\* certificate, and is sent into qiiar- 
tntine camp ligain for llft«en days. In this 
way be gets lUs living free, havin;; good 
food and quarters given him. The result is, 
the quarantine camp is rapidly filled with 
loafers and vagrants, who spend their time 
playing cards and eating and tlaepiBg." 

' 'What is a remedy f ' 

"Let tbe govemnMBt taka bold of tbe 
thing. Let the goTemment surround the 
new Infeoted points with soldiers and relieve 
the pressure from the outside country. If it 
were absolutely established by (ovaruraeutal 
authority that no one oonld aeeape from 
Juoksonviile, Tampa or MoClenny, without 
going through quarantina, tbe quarantine 
in every other county in Florida wonld be 
raised at once, their anormovs aspeMe wonld 
be abolished aod trsTal and truo woold be 
resumed. 

"It Is the old principle of tbe stock law. 
Here are perhaps two hundred infeoted peo- 
ple; instead of luezorably fenolng them in, 
every county in the alata is employed in 
fencing them ool St AoSaetine is sur-

Perbape five 
thousand men are to day employed to keep 
the people out of other cities when a hundred 
men would suflflce to keep them in Decatur 
until they came out through quarantine 
campa If a case of yellow fever develops 
in a North C.irolina town, the whole of 
North Carolina will be disturbed. So of 
South CarollHa, and in a short while the 
whole south will be practically eiicampe<l 
and nnder martial law, when they are really 
no moce than three infected points, and per- 
hapaadoasn spm a lic cases.

RaLKIOH, N. C, Sept. IS. — A physician 
who has arrivsd from Hendersonville, where 
tha rBfa|eae from JaeksonTiUe and Camp 
Parry have arrived for refnge, sayi that 
since their arrival tonr oaase of yellow fever 
have deveiopea, which with the fonr casee 
which lieveh ped on tbe train, make eight 
cases altogether in HendersooTille. Most of 
tbe people of that town fael safe ia the con- 
viction that the fever oanaot spread in their 
atmosphere.

New VoitK, l^ept. is —A morning paper 
states that the United States corvette Ga 
lena, Capt. Colby .M. Chester, which arrived 
in the lower bay lute Saturday, was moored 
at ber old anuhorage in tbe North river, off 
West Twenty-third street, Sonday morning. 

She has Just returned from a trip to Port- 
au-Prince, Hayti, whither she was ordered 
a month since to look after the interesto of 
American oitisens, and afford tbeni such pro- 
tection and assistance as they niignt require 
during the revolution which had broken out 
on tbe island, and which had driven Presi- 
dent S lonion from the capital. 

Capt. C.iester has made an ofTlcial report 
to the navy department of his n cent exiie- 
dition, which was forwarded to tlie Secre- 
tary of tbe navy Sunday.

Waste — Over Oa* VhMSaud Lives Re- 

porti'd Lost — Many Tassels Oo Down. 

The Damage Counted by Millions. 

New Yoaa, Sept 11— A letter to the 
Sun from Havana ander dale of September 
8, gives tbe follow!; tg particulars of the 
recent cyclone which i wept over Cuba: 

The ino,t terrific ond destructive storm 
that has visited tho island of Cutia within 
the memory of hsr oldest inhabitants, 
passed through this dty September 4, and 
swept onwards on its wild eonrae, oavsi]^ 
general consternation and ruin. The losses 
foot up millions, and the numtwr of dead 
ia estimated at over one thousand. 

The cyclone entered the island by way of 
Sagua. nnd, talking. i wesierly ilirection, with 
a slight nortlieily inclination, its center 
I)assi<il almii-i over Havana. V<t litieeii 
hours it raged with desperate fury and 
wreaki il fearlul havoc on life and projierty 
throu;.:liout the island. It demolisle.'il the 
princijril buildings of the large cities and 
wiped out whole towns situated near the 
seaboard. Tlie water floo<le<l large districts 
of fertile land richly planted with sugor, to- 
bacco, fruit and vegetables, destroying the 
valuable machinery of the plautetions and 
irretrievably ruining the crops. 

Going out to sea, the storm imparted its 
fury to the ocean, which rose to a great 
height and inundated the water fronts, 
breaking down the wharvea and aooasioning 
great losses to shipping and commerce. The 
water overcame all obataoles and made ite 
way into the storage and nannfacturing 
houses near the ooaat Soow baUdlngs gave 
way under tha great prassore and in all 
cases their oonteeti were asrkmsiy damaged. 

Qigantic waves swept the daek of the ves- 
sels in the harbors and orawa were waabed 
overboard. Anchor etiains were snapped 
asunder as if they bad been threads, and the 
vetssis, like feathers, ware earried hither 
and thither by the wiiid and hurled against 
the ooast or dashed against one another. In 
some instances crafts wars earried half a 
mile into the citiee, whole blooks of bouees 
and trees being battered down as tbe vessels 
out their passage through the streeta 

Havana presents a novel sight, Ite streete 
and public squarsa, piled high with the 
ruins <A demolished buildings and debris of 
every dssoriptitm, give it the appearance of 
a bomltarded city. The waters of Havana 
l>ay, being closely pent up within a small 
harbor, acquired a tremendous force, and 
destroyed everything within their reach. 
The northern part of Havana was converted 
into u Venice, and many streete were sub 
merged. 

For SI inu' time |>eople made Use of b lats in 
their atUMiipts to reach their hmisi's, but 
they were soon forced to desist, the violeiic 
uf the storm rendering it utterly impossiole 
to keep up the traffic of any kind. Many 
barges, ontaining valuable c.irgoes, and a 
great number of sailing vessi-Ls of every de 
scripti.'iii lying in the harboi, were c.-ip>izeil.

The Tariff Reform League of Boston 
has isaed the "Tariff Primer." Below 
are aome of the pointed reasons it gives 
to show that a high tariff does not make 
high wages : 

I. Becaose to say that wageearners as 
a body can increase their wages by i lay- 
ing high tariff taxea, which fall mainiy 
upon them, is to say that a man oan in 
crease his woalth by picking his own 
pocket 

3. Becaose the valne of wages consists 

not ill money, but in the articles which 
money buys; and the express object of a 
high tariff is to make those articles 
dear, tbos decressing the real raward of 

labor. 

3. Becaose tbe high tariff policy, while 
taxing the waire-earner upon nearly 
everything that be has to buy, gives him 
no protection open the only thing be 
has to sell. We have free trade in homan 
labor. 

•1. Because wages rejireeent the wage- 
earner's share of what be himself pro- 
duces, and are high or low according as 
his protection is large or small. 

5. Because tbe wages ;of even tbe one 
wage-earner oot of ten claimed to be 
" protected " ;are determined bygenatal 
causes rather than by the tariff. 

0. Becaose if a high tariff .raises wages 
at all its first and greatest effect must be 
in tbe " protected " industries, whereas 
the rate of wages is considerably lower in 
theae Indnstriss tban in the nnproteotsd 
ones. 

7. Because the high rate of wages in 
tbe United States is doe to other caoses 
tban a high tariff, snch as the extent of 

unsettled territory, the large returns of 
agriculture, the national resources of tbe 
country, the extensive ose of improved 

machinery, the intelligence 'and energy 
of tbe working population and tbe greater 
efBeieney of their labor. 

8. Because at least nine wage-earners 
out of every ten in tbia country are en- 
gaged in ooeopations not sobjeot to the 
competition of foreign importationSi SO 
that the rate of wages which tbeytaoaive 
can not be in any degree depradant on a 
high tariff. 

{t. lifcaiisea high larilT upon raw inati- 
ri(ils yiMci iln; coft of manufacturing, re- 
.Wri(7.< llif niarki'l for goods and prevents the 
iiianufuclunr from paying as high wages 
at he vouid have to if hit tnaUHatt vere 
free. 

10. Because the rate of wages Incraased 
fasiff in this country in tlie low tariff 
|ieriod between 1850 and 18G0 tban it has 
ever since onder a high tariff. 

II. Because wanes were liigli in the 
United iStates compared with those paid 
in other conntriee' before it ever had a 
high tariff or any other tariff. 

12. Because China has enjoyed for 
thanaands of years the full benefits ol 
high tariff "protection," while her wages 
for skilled labor are 20 cents a day, and 
Okinese immigration in search of higher 
wages has become a menace to American 
wage-earnera. 

13. Because there are greater differ- 
ence between rates of wagea paid in 
difllrrent parts of this coontry, all snb- 
ject to the same high tariff, than be- 
tween rates of wagee in Maaaachasetts 
and ia England. 

11. Because the rate of wages hoi in- 
crtaied fromjifty to 100 per cent, in England 
tines ike obmioMd At high Uir^ poKej/, 
and because her wages are to-day from 
fifty to 100 per cent higher tban in the 
high tariff ooontriea of Oontinmtal 
Europe. 

15. Because a high tariff fosters trusts 
and other combinations of capital for 
raising tbe price of everything but labor, 
and destroys that competition for labor 
between different employera which is tbe 
great agency in raising its wages. 

16. Betatue if the manv^aelurer really 
lielieved that a high tariff eompdUd him to 
pay h\gh vaget he would he a lom tariff 
man. 

17. Because the manufacturer <loo8 not 
raise bis rate of wages when he gets a 
high tariff doty open his product ; the 
manufacturer who make-<lar;{o profits out 
of the tar'ff can undoubtedly pay high 
wages, bat he doeib't 

IS. Because the avera^je aiivunt "f 
wages paid by the protected manufac- 
turer in the production of one dollar's 
worth of goods is less than 20 cents, 
while the average taritl' tax is 47 
cents, leaving 27 oents for the profits 
uf the manufaotorar, and the extra 
cost of raw material is dne to tbe 
tariff. 

1*J. Because the theory that a high 
tariff makes high wages is principally 
advanced by men who have never 
shown any aympathy with legialation 
to promote the welfare of the wage- 
earner, hy doctrinaire protectionists, 
political partiaans and manufaotorera 
who have a selfish intareal of their 
own. 

20. Because the theory is opposed by 
the Demoeratie paity, mada np princi- 
pally of waKe-earners, and ever gaaking 
to promote their true interests.

About sixteen yean ago the tannen 
and leather men of the United States 
went to Congress and were influential in 
secoring a law for the importation of 
hides Into this country doty free, end

be ruined by taking off $1.26, on an aver- 
age, from the valoe of every animal

Now our export* of 
leather and leather manufactures are eight or 
ten timeit greater than they viere be/ore the 
patsage of that law, and tbs farmers and 
butchers are not injured because they 
boy cheaper boota, ahoee and other arti- 
olee which they neied. 

That is the result of giving our shoe 
manufacturers free raw material in the 
shape of Sooth American hidee, which 
are brought here ami worked up, and the 
products of which not only supply in part 
our home demand but go oot into the 
commerce of the world under the Amer- 
ican iiitg wherever there ia one. 

Give the wool manufacturen free raw 
material and they will do tbe aame thing 
with woolen goods.
